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Reagan Receives 
'Positive’ Letter 
From Gorbachev

JOHANNESBURG — Two ex- 
plosions tore through a crowded 
fast-food restaurant and a hotel in 
central Johannesburg on Tuesday, 
wounding 17 persons in what 
seemed to be an escalation of the 
guerrilla war in South Africa. 

Officials at a racially segregated 
hospital where the wounded were 
treated said 16 of the injured were 
whiles. 

The bombs brought some whites 
face to face with the violence that 
had been perceived as remote in the 
segregated, black townships. 

“Why? Why?" John Ashbura, 
aged 26, moaned to himself after 
the explosion at the Wimpy Bar 
tore off some of his clothing. 

The Wimpy Bar is not racially 
segregated, and whites and blacks 
alike use.iufQr. a. quick lunch. The. 
explosion left the sidewalk littered 
with glass and the establishment 
strewn with debris. 


The authorities said 15 persons 
were wounded in that explosion. 

The second bomb, at the Presi- 
dent Hotel, went off in the fore- 
court bordering a sidewalk. It in- 
jured two persons. 

Neither target was situated close 
to a military or police installation 
and the explosions, following a car- 
bombing in Durban that killed 
three persons earlier this month, 
injured only civilians. 

A third explosion was reported 
early Tuesday in Jabulani stadium 
in Soweto, where Chief Mango- 
suthn Gatsha Butbeleri, leader of 
the moderate, Zulu-based Inkatha 
movement, was to address a week- 
end rally. No injuries were report- 
ed. 

No one immediately took re- 
sponsibility for the explosions, 
which coincided with a lunch hour 
rush of j>edesarians. shoppers and 
dihersln .roharihesburg. 

Some political analysts believe 
that the bombs are designed to be a 


riposte to the emergency decree of 
June 12. which officials proclaimed 
was needed to avert a surge in vio- 
lence purportedly orchestrated by 
the African National Congress dur- 
ing a period spanning June 16 to 
Jane 26. 

Jane 12 was the 10 th anniversary 
of the 1 976 uprisings that started in 
Soweto. Johannesburg's vast black 
township, and which claimed at 
least 570 lives. June 26 is the 3Isi 
anniversary of the publication of 
the Freedom Charter, the ANC 
manifesto railing for majority rule 
and the nationalization of banks, 
mines and monopoly industries. 

In other developments, the gov- 
ernment ordered the expulsion 
Tuesday of Dan Sagir, tm Israeli 
freelancejoumalisL He said he had 
been told to leave South Africa by 
midnight Thursday. The authori- 
ties said his work permit had ex- 
pired and would riot be renewed.

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan met for 40 minutes 
Monday with the new Soviet am- 
bassador, Yuri V. Dubinin, who 
presented him with a letter from 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, the Soviet 
leader. A U.S. official described the 
letter as “generally positive’’ on 
arms-conirol issues. 

The White House press office 
issued a terse statement describing 
the meeting as “cordial and busi- 
nesslike.' 1 Officials gave no details 
other than to say that Mr. Gorba- 
chev’s letter did not propose dates 
for the s ummi t meeting Mr. Rea- 
gan is seeking this year. 

Earlier in the day, the president 
again addressed words of concilia- 
tion to the Soviet Union, echoing 
his speech last week in Glassboro. 
New Jersey, in which he said the 
Soviet leadens were making “a seri- 
ous effort" to negotiate a reduction 
of nuclear arms. 

Mr. Reagan, in an interview with 
the Los Angeles Times, declined to 
rule out talks on delaying deploy- 
ment of a space shield against mis- 
siles. commonly called “Star 
Wars," in exchange for Soviet re- 
ductions in nuclear weapons. 

“Whatever way is necessary to 
get an agreement, well do" it, he 
said. 

President Reagan praised the 
Strategic Defense Initiative missile 
defense system as one that would 
be of value to both rides. He insist- 
ed that continued research was im- 
portant 

But when asked whether deploy- 
ment of SDL which would require 
modifying the 1972 anti-ballistic 
missile treaty, was negotiable, he 
replied, “That’s right yes." 

The latest Soviet proposal at the 
talks in Geneva calls for the United 
Stales to remain in compliance 
with that treaty for 15 more years. 

In the interview with the Los 
Angdes Tunes, the president de- 
clined to repudiate unequivocally 
the 1979 SALT-2 arais-control 
treaty. 

Last week, Larry Speaker White 
House spokesman, said that the 
weapons limitations in the unrati- 


fied pact were no longer in effect. 

Asked if SALT-2 was “dead," 
Mr. Reagan said, "1 am just reluc- 
tant to come out with some of the 
declarations that many of you wont 

to hear, either way, because, in a 
way. you commit yourself in ad- 
vance to things that may become 
issues in a negotiation."

missile submarines to keep the 
United States in compliance with 
treaty limits, at least temporarily. 

At the some lime, he announced 
that, in response to evidence on 
Soviet violations, the United States 
was prepared to exceed the limits 
later this year. 

However, President Reagan said 
he would “lake into account" any 
changes in Soviet behavior at the 
talks in Geneva and in compliance 
with the treaty in the interim. 

Since then, he has repeatedly 
called on Mr. Gorbachev to honor 
a commitment made at their Gene- 
va meeting in November that tbc 
Soviet leader would visit the Unit- 
ed States this year. 

fn his interview' Monday, the 
president was asked whether there 
would be a meeting with Mr. Gor- 
bachev this year. He replied. "I 
believe so, and he has given every 
indication that he wants to have a 
summit," 

Mr. Reagan went on to say that 
he was waiting to see if Mr. Gorba- 
chev “has a particular date that be 
could suggest.” U.S. officials want 
the visit tn November or Decem- 
ber. 

Despite Mr. Reagan’s hints of 
willingness to negotiate a delay in a 
missile defense deployment. Secre- 
tary of Defense Caspar W. Wein- 
berger continued to insist Monday 
that the missile defense system was 
not subject to bargaining. 

Speaking to the U.S. Space 
Foundation, a group supporting 
space research, Mr. Weinberger 
said of SDI: “I think the president 
is firmly committed to it"

U.S. Plans to Shift Military Satellites

LIMA — The election last year of a 
dynamic, left-leaning president generated 
hopes that Peru’s chronic guerrilla violence 
could be defused by aprogram of econom- 
ic development and by the judicious law 
enforcement promised by the young lead- 
er.

As bombings and killing s continue to 
menace the capital in reprisal for the 
deaths of at least 266 imprisoned guerrillas, 
the issue of security overshadows all oth- 
ers. 

The rebel threat to law and order is 
preoccupying Mr. Garda’s government, 
renewing friction between the 37-vear-old 
president and the armed forces and dis- 
couraging potential investors in the future 
of this poor nation. 

After the military’s use of faroe agains t 
the prisoners, attention is focusing more on 
Mr. Garda's tactics than on those of the 
Sendcro Luminoso, or Shining Path, move- 
ment The fanatical Maoist group was re- 


Peru's terrorist threat 

The Peruvian leader, who tried and 
failed in his first months in office to 
achieve an opening with the guerrillas, has 
come under sharp attack from leftist oppo- 
sition parties and the intellectual establish- 
ment fra what they say was an impulsive 
. unleashing of the armed forces against the 
prisoners. 

In an open letter to Mr. Garda, a Peruvi- 
an writer, Mario Vargas Llosa, said the 
government's action showed “a dispropor- 
tion between the risk to democracy of the 
uprisings' and the manner in which they 
were defeated that is morally and legally 
unjustifiable." 

The writer suggested “more a settling of 
accounts with an enemy than an operation 
whose objective was to re-establish order.” 

To assuage critics, President Garda has 
authorized separate investigations by the 
military, by tire attorney general and by 
Congress into the quelling of the revolt at 
Lurigancho Prison, where 126 guerrillas 
died. There were apparently no Shining 
Path members among the survivors there. 

The investigations were announced Sat- 
urday night in a communique that ac- 
knowledged that the number of dead 
“leads rate to believe excesses in the use of 
force were committed.” 

The inquiries are likely to irritate the 
security forces, whose relations with Mr. 
Garcia were already strained by a reduc-

tion in operations against the rebels and by 
the dismissal of hundreds of policemen in 
an anti -corruption drive. 

General Louis Cisneros echoed the dis- 
content in military ranks in a magazine 
interview last week. The former interior 
and defense nttnictw complained that the 
government had not taken enough concrete 
measures to deal with terrorism. 

For now, the inquiries are linn ted to the 


battle at Lurigancho Prison, the country’s 
largest on the outskirts of Lima. At the 
island prison of El Fronidn, the siege was 
harsher, with an unofficial guerrilla death 
count of 138. But 30 guerrillas were report- 
ed to have surrendered there and survived. 

At the Santa Barbara Women’s Prison in 
the port of Callao, police units quickly re-

WASHINGTON — In what 
may become a major expansion of 
the U.S. government's unmanned 
rocket program, air force officials 
say that they plan to build a new, 
midsized rocket to carry military 
payloads grounded by the loss of 
the space shuttle Challenger. 

The officials also said Monday 
that they would require the manu- 
facturer to develop a commercial 
version to compete with Ariane, the 
rocket used by the European space 
consortium to launch commercial 
satellites until it too, was grounded 
by a series of failures. 

The announcement by Edward 
C. Aldridge Jr., who was appointed 
secretary of the air force two 
months ago, was the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s first concrete pro- 
posal since the Challenger disaster 
Jan. 28 on how it planned to en- 
courage a national rocket industry. 

"What we are hoping," Mr. Al- 
dridge said after an address to 
aerospace executives, “is that we 
can create the basis fra a produc- 
tion line that wfil let private indus- 
try compete effectively with 
Ariane.” 

Air force officials said the White 
H raise and Congress had not grant- 


ed approval for a midsize rocket 
that would reduce the military’s de- 
pendence on the space shuttle. But 
the officials said, there have been 
no major objections and the formal 
request for proposals from aero- 
space companies was expected to 
be sent out in the next few weeks. 

The nonrensable rockets would 
cost tens of millions of dollars each, 
and likely would prove to be a less 
expensive method of launching sat- 
ellites than the shuttle. Officials 


said the first rockets could be deliv- 
ered in 1989 or 1990. Initially. Mr. 
Aldridge said, the air force would 
buy at least four each year. 

Separately. White House offi- 
cials indicated Monday that skepti- 
cism was growing over whether the 
a replacement should be built for 
the Challenger, which was de- 
stroyed with its crew of seven.

Senate Adopts Revision 

Of U.S. Tax Code, 97-3

n t WASHINGTON— The Senate 
approved a wide-ranging tax revi- 
sion Tuesday by a vote of 97-3, 
malting it virtually certain that the 
tax code will be overhauled this 
'year to limit tax breaks in return 
for lower rates. 

TTte bill now goes to a conference 
“committee with the House, which 
* _la<a year approved its own version 
of tin revision. 

Both bills would curtail many 
tax breaks, and would lower tax 
rates and increase business raxes, 
to make up for lower individual 
taxes. The measures differ in key 
respects and will have to be recon- 
J died to become law. 

But Senate approval of tbc bilL 
which seemed impossible as recent- 
ly as two months ago, made it al- 
■mosi certain that Congress wl 
agree to a compromise for revising 
the tax code. President _ Ronald 
Reagan has tax revision his 
top domestic priority.

WARSAW — A Polish secret 
police general charged Tuesday/ 
that a training base to instruct 6mi- 
grfe saboteurs and terrorists for at- 
tacks against Poland was operating 
in New Jersey with UiL support. 
He said Western intelligence agen- 
cies were amassing explosives, 
weapons and guns that resembled 
pens and radios for opposition 
forces in Poland. 

The accusations were contained 
in a long ‘interview with General 
WladysUw Pozoga, the deputy 
head ol the Polish Ministry of In- 
ternal Affairs, published in Tues- 
day’s issues of Rzeczpospolita. the 
government daily. 

Its appearance occurred five 
days before the opening of the Po- 
lish Communist Party’s first na- 
tionwide congress since the Soli- 
darity era and followed three weeks 
of government allegations that 
have sought to portray the United 
States as both supporting and be- 
traying the Solidarity opposition. 


General Pozoga said that the 
United Slates had supported covert 
activities for destabilizing Poland 
for many years and noted that 
“Zbigniew Bneriaski, President 
Carter’s head of the national secu- 
rity council, has disclosed that as 
early as 1978, he had worked out a 
plan (for] destabilizing the internal 
situation in Poland." 

The general said that “only a 
dose circle of insiders had been 
given access to this document" He 
then went on' to cite an unspecified 
“other secret Central Intdligence 
Agency document” which he said 
gave the details "for keeping up 
U-S. and international pressure on 
human rights and pluralism to en- 
courage anti-regime activity ." 

The purpose here, he said, was 
“to pluck out Poland from the So- 
cialist bJoc by leading to complete 
economic breakdown and chaos, 
and deliberately allowing a situa- 
tion in which blood, Polish blood, 
could have been spilled." 

The most serious but least docu- 
mented allegations had to do with 
the infiltration of arms and the 


training of emigres for covert oper- 
ations. 

“We have discovered attempts at 
reinforcing the underground with 
all kinds of terrorist equipment,” 
said General Pozoga, who is widely 
rumored to be seeking a high party 
post at the congress that begins 
Saturday. “For example, explo- 
sives, detonators, incapacitating 
gas, bulletproof vests, manual elec- 
tric shock devices. We have recent- 
ly intercepted a shipment of guns 
that look like pens and scanners 
capable of listening in to the com- 
munications systems of the Minis- 
try of Interior and the military cir- 
cuits." 

As for what he termed "selection 
and training centers,” one, he said 
had been established rear Munich 
and another “was setup last year in 
the state of New Jersey.” He said 
that “candidates for such training 
are recruited by special services 
from among the citizens of Poland 
who are on temporary visits 
abroad” and that their purpose was 
to train people “to undertake diver- 
sion and terrorist actions.”

Italian Says U.S. Delay on Evidence 
Forced Release of Hijacking Planner

The hijackers 
had diverted the ship there lo seek 
help to bargain for the exchange of 
the ship’s passengers and crew for 
50 Palestinians in Israeli prisons. 

After the hijackers turned them- 
selves over to Mr. Abbas in Egypt, 
Mr. Badini told Judge Lino Monte- 
verde. Mr. Abbas was believed to 
be the PLO appointed mediator to 
end the hijacking. The ship was 
seized off the coast of Egypt as it 
was on a Mediterranean cruise with 
more than 400 passengers and 
crew. 

Italian prosecutors interrogating 
the four hijackers, who were arrest- 
ed at Sigonella, have since estab- 
lished that Mr. Abbas was the mas- 
termind, organizer and leader of 
the hijackLig.

LOS ANGELES — A West Ger- 
man. listed by the U.S. Customs 
Service as one erf the 10 most want- 
ed smugglers of U.S. high technol- 
ogy to the Soviet Union and the 
East bloc, has been extradited from 
Britain to stand trial here, the US. 
attorney’s office said. 

Werner Brachhausen, 39, is the 
first accused technology smug gler 
extradited to the United States, the 
Customs Service said Monday. He 
was arrested in Britain in May last 
year and held at U.S. request. 

Mr. Brachhausen was indicted 
by a U.S. grand jory last year on 16 
counts of wire fraud in connection 
with charges of illegally exporting 
technology through several Califor- 
nia and two West German corpora- 
tions that he controlled.

3 Killed in Siege at Beverly Hills Store

BEVERLY HILLS, California 
— A gunman who held five hos- 
tages for more than 13 hours was 
captured when he stepped out of an 
Beverly Hills jewelry store after 
.three persons were killed in the 
siege, the police said. 

A police spokesman said Mon- 
day night that two of the hostages 
were killed “execution style” inside 
the store and a third was fatally 
wounded outside. 

The standoff started at 10 AM. 
Monday during an attempted rob- 
bery. A gnnman took five employ- 
ees hostage at Van Geef & Arpels 
Inc, on the shopping street of 
North Rodeo Drive. The police 
said 12 to IS other employees set 
off silent alarms and fled as the 
gunman entered. 

During the sigg p , the gunman 
and two hostages — the store's gen- 
eral manager Hugh Skinner, and a 


saleswoman, Ann Halperin — 
spoke to the police and to news 
media by phone. The others made 
were an armed security guard, a 
porter and another saleswoman. 

The gunman said by phone be 
took the hostages when he saw the 
police pull up. He said he had 
stabbed the security guard because 
“the man was talking back to me." 
adding, “I asked him to keep his 
mouth shut. He failed to obey my 
orders." 

After a day of negotiations, the 
standoff ended at 11:25 P.M. when 
shots and the sound of either con- 
cussion grenades or tear gas shells 
were beard. The police would not 
say whether the suspect, known 
only as John, had been injured but 
did say that he had been taken into 
custody. 

“Somebody came out” of the 
store the police spokesman said. 


but the police had not been moving 
in at the time. 

The police said that during the 
negotiations the gunman had made 
a “variety of demands.” Shortly af- 
ter 3:30 P.M„ the police, holding 
bulletproof shields, left bags con- 
taining bread, sandwich meal and 
soft drinks outside the store’s front 
door at the gunman's request, but 
the food was not picked up. 

In a phone call to a television 
newsroom, the man had requested 
that a TV crew be sent to interview 
him and that a TV monitor be pro- 
vided so that he could see what was 
taking place outside the store The 
police denied his request. 

He told the TV station that he 
attempted to rob the store because 
he thought the jeweler had sold him 
fake jewelry “a long lime ago.” 

“My intention was to take the 
jewelry and leave with nobody 
hurt," the man said by phone. “It 
didn’t work out that way."

WASHINGTON — The House 
of Representatives has approved a 
major revision of the nation’s wire- 
tap laws to extend the constitution- 
al protection against unreasonable 
search and seizure to high-technol- 
ogy communications using com- 
puters- cellular phones and satel- 
lites. 

The legislation, approved Mon- 
day in a voice vote without opposi- 
tion, had strong bipartisan back- 
ing, as well as the support of 
industry and consumer groups, civ- 
il libertarians and the Reagan ad- 
ministration. 

Known as the Electronic Com- 
munications Privacy Act of 1986, 
the bin is the first major revisioa of 
the 1968 Wiretap Act, which pro- 
hibits eavesdropping on conven- 
tional telephone and mail commu- 
nications without a warrant Grom a 

iud & legislation, introduced by 
Representative Robert W. Kasten- 
rnaer. a Wisconsin Democrat who 
is chairman of the House Judiciary 
subcommittee on civil liberties, cui- 
mmates two years of study. It is 
designed to deal with technology 
that was not available at the time of 
the 1968 law. 

Identical legislation is pending in 
the Senate. 

A report released last October by 
the congressional Office of Tech- 
nology Assessment concluded that 
“the existing statutory framework 
and judicial interpretations” failed 
to “adequately cover new and 
emerging electronic surveillance 
technologies.” 

The office found that the num- 
ber of instances of monitoring and 
wiretaps approved by federal 
courts in 1984 was the highest ever. 

It warned that “many innova- 
tions in electronic surveillance 
technology” available to law en- 
forcement agencies “have out- 
stripped constitutional and statu- 
tory protections, leaving areas in 
which there is currently no legal 
protection" against “new surveil- 
lance devices.”

WASHINGTON — An unusual 
bureaucratic battle is under way in 
the UB. government over which 
agency would finance and super- 
vise any official U.S. participation 
in a Soviet medical and environ- 
mental follow-up to the Chernobyl 
nuclear accident, according to Rea- 
gan administration officials. 

Those vying for such a role in- 
dude the Department of Energy, 
the National Institutes of Health 
and the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, en d 1 of which has a different 
motive to study the most extensive 
radiation exposure in 41 years. 

More is involved than running a 
few long-term studies. Relatively 
little data exist about the effects of 
radiation on large populations. The 
Chernobyl exposure was the most 
serious since the United States used 
atomic bombs at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in August 1945. 

“This is a unique opportunity to 
gather data that would be helpful 
to all mankind,” an official said. 
“Up to 100.000 people were ex- 
posed to a variety of radiation lev- 
els. and to track their health effects 
over a long term would be invalu- 
able.” 

Complicating the U.S. situation, 
however, is the Tact that there is an 
agreement between Moscow and a 
private U.S. citizen. Dr. Robert P. 
Gale, for a joint study of the medi- 
cal and biological consequences of 
Chernobyl. 

On June 6. Dr. Gale, the Los 
Angeles surgeon who performed 
bone marrow transplants in Mos- 
cow on Chernobyl victims, signed 
an agreement with Dr. Andrei Vor- 
obyov, a corresponding member of 
the Soviet Academy of Medical 
Sciences. 

The agreement did not specify 
who would organize the study, but 
Dr. Gale said in an interview that 
“the Soviets made dear they were 
interested in a scientific, collegial 
relationship and not a government 
one." 

Dr. Gale said, however, that the 
study, which would log the cases of 
up to 130,000 persons in computer 
banks and provide for regular, do- 
cumented medical examinations 
over 30 years, should be organized 


quickly “because a lot of data is 
already disappearing." 

The Russians say they have al- 
ready begun the process. In a radio 
interview earlier this month, Leo- 
nid Bin, a member of the Soviet. 
Academy of Sciences, smd each of 
the roughly 100.000 people evacu- 
ated from inside the 18-mfie (30- 
hilnmpter) area around Chernobyl 
was examined for possible radia- 
tion, including blood and thyroid 
gland tests for radioactive iodine. 

State Department officials said 
they realized they would have to 
deal with Dr. Gale, but one added, 
“We are uncertain about Gale’s 
agreement . . . and have not 
reached any conclusion about it." 

Before and after Dr. Gale's 
agreement was announced, offi- 
cials from interested UB. agencies 
made direct proposals to Moscow 
through various channels or the 
State Department. So far, none has 
received a positive response. 

The reason for the Department 
of Energy's interest is obvious, giv- 
en the U.S. reactor safety program. 
The department’s biomedical 
group has supervised the medical 
follow-up for 32 years on Marshall 
Islanders who were exposed to fall- 
out from a hydrogen bomb test. 

The National Academy of Sci- 
ences has supervised the U.S. por- 
tion of the Hiroshima-Nagasald 
victims studies that began in 1945. 
An official there said the academy's 
president, Dr. Frank Press, sent a 
message several weeks ago to Yev- 
geni P. Velikhov, vice president of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

Dr. Press proposed to work out a 
follow-up program with a series of 
U.S. -Soviet workshops or confer- 
ences under an existing agreement 
between the two academies. Mr. 
Velikhov, who has been directing 
the scientific side of the Chernobyl 
cleanup, has yet to respond, the 
American official said. 

State Department officials are 
tiying to arrange a unified U.S. 
position, and a spokesman said it 
might be completed next week. 

The rivalry is intense. A Nation- 
al Academy of Sciences official em- 
phasized that “Gale, as a surgeon, 
had no experience in epidemiolo- 
gy" — the statistical study erf the 
incidence and distribution of dis- 
ease in a society. 
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The report which included a sur- 
vey of federal agencies, showed 
that some of them already were 
taking advantage of the legal loop- 
holes. For example, five agencies 
said they planned to monitor or 
intercept electronic mail and an- 
other agency said it had already 
taken such action. 

Three agencies reported that 
they were already intercepting cel- 
lular phone communications, and 
two others had plans to begin such 
monitoring. The survey did not in- 
clude the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the National Security 
Agency or the Defense Intelligence 
Agency. 

The communications affected by 
the legislation will range from com- 
puter messages and data transmis- 
sions to electronic fund transfers 
and cellular telephone conversa- 
tions. 

Michael Cavanagh. executive di- 
rector of the Electronic Mail Asso- 
ciation. estimated that five million 
Americans use electronic mail, ei- 
ther through commercial networks 
owned by companies such as MCI 
Communications Coip. and GTE 1 
Telenet, or through corporate net- j 
works linked by computer termi- 
nals and telephone lines. 

The legislation would require 
law officials to secure a court-ap- 
proved search warrant in order to 
obtain a computer message within 
ax months of its generation, and a 
subpoena after that period elapsed. 

Federal agents would be allowed 
to intercept “electronic communi- 
cations" only by using a court or- 
der obtained by persuading a judge 
that the interception might proride 
evidence of a felony. 

The legislation does not deal 
with “cordless” telephones that use 
a low-frequency radio signal that 
can be picked up on FM radio 
receivers. 

The bill gained major support 
from the federal law enforcement 
community because of provisions 
making it easier to obtain court- 
approved wiretaps. It expands the 
category of oimes for which a wire- 
tap may be approved.

Fifteen years ago, seeing high un- 
employment and mediocre propects. the 
governments of the industrialized coun- 
tries would have rushed to change both. 
Today their approach is what a British 
chancellor with seafaring roots once 
called “steady as she rolls”: In due course 
the ship win right -itself. 

Discretionary macroeconomic policy 
— switching the levers between stop and 
go as the economy changes pace — often 
did as much harm as good in the 1960s 
and early 70s. "When the vessel listed 
toward recession, all hands rushed to the 
other rail, where the waves of inflation 
engulfed them. The approach is more 
cautious now because governments are 
supremely conscious of the difficulty 
of judging just what effect wQl come from 
a change in taxes or public expenditure, 
or in interest rates or monetary aggre- 
gates, particularly in a world in which 
what happens in one country has immedi- 
ate repercussions abroad. 

So governments set themselves medi- 
um-term targets for the growth of money 
supply, which nobody well understands, 
or for rednring state spending and taxes, 
on the basis of unproven assumptions. 
They eschew policy changes to correct 
inconveniences like rising unemploy- 
ment. which arrive en route but which they 
believe to be temporary. 

The new approach has been followed 
by a fall in inflation. How far the credit 
should be given to the shift of policy 
toward medium-term targets is a moot 
point. Many observers would ascribe the 


Alarm About Panama 


Alarming reports about P anama are a 
timely reminder that official c orrupt ion and 
drug trafficking can threaten U.S. security 
in the Western Hemisphere as surely as 
direct political gains by Soviet clients. 

Fidel Castro of Cute and Daniel Ortega 
of Nicaragua are the heirs of corrupt au- 
thoritarians who so demoralized public life 
as to inspire revolution and reduce politics 
to a test of brute force. That is not yet the 
prospect in Panama, but the potential ex- 
ists, as has been shown in a series of dis- 
turbing articles in The New York Times by 
Seymour Hersh. The questions thus raised 
have been usefully underlined by Senator 
Jesse Helms and anonymous members of 
the intelligence community. 

Panama, ate of the canal and headquar- 
ters of the U.S. Southern Command, repre- 
sents an obvious, vital U.S. interest. Two 
decades ago, when that interest seemed 
menaced by P anamanian agitation over the 
canal's formal ownership, the United States 
set out to negotiate a treaty reconciling both 
countries’ needs. Some in the United Stales 
worried about this accommodation because 
the Panamanian strongman at that time. 
General Omar Torrijos, was a populist and 
a friend of Fidel Castro. However, U.S. 
diplomats found him trustworthy and final- 
ly produced an agreement. 

But General Torrijos died in a plane 
crash in 1981 and the current military lead- 
er, Manuel Antonio Noriega, apparently 
lacks his redeeming virtues. W ashington 


Suddenly in pans of the press and televi- 
sion in the United States there is a retelling 
of the more or less familiar story of Pana- 
ma’s strongman, Manuel Antonio Noriega, 
accused drug trafficker, weapons peddler, 
murderer, double agent (spying for both the 
United States and Cuba), election fixer and 
coup maker. Interesting details have come 
to light, but even more intriguing are the 
posable explanations of why the reran, is 
occurring and of whose interest it serves. 

The more innocent explanation is that 
the information took on a shape so ominous 
and undeniable that the U.S. intelligence 
agencies collecting it and the political bu- 
reaus receiving it could not keep it to them- 
selves.

Breakthroughs for Farmers 


Conventional wisdom has it that if agri- 
cultural production in developing countries 
is to reach desired levels, fanners need high- 
er prices for their crops. Higher prices, 
however, can mean an increase in the price 
of food in the marketplace. This can raise 
the cost of living to an unacceptable level 
for many poor urban dwellers who form a 
volatile political group capable of toppling 
governments. John Mellor, director of the 
International Food Policy Research Insti- 
tute, addresses this dilemma. 

He does not minimhe the importance of 


higher prices. But research has indicated 
that they are not necessarily the only or the 
all-important factor in getting increased 
production. The bottom line for the fanner, 
he says, is not just the price received for the 
crops but the amount of money he (or 
probably she) is able, finally, to pocket 
Technological breakthroughs (such as the 
- miracle rice and wheal varieties in Asia, or 
new maize or sorghum varieties in the off- 
ing for Africa) that will permit the farmer to 
produce crops more cheaply and still leave 
him/her with a respectable return for work 
done may well be the all-important factor.

nation to root out inflation by restricting 
demand — creating conditions that make 
it increasingly hard for industry to raise 
prices or for labor to force up wage costs. 
The reverse side of the coin has been a 
vast rise in joblessness, the decline of 
commodity prices on which so many poor 
countries depend for their earnings and 
a progressive retreat from free trade as 
each rich country seeks to export its un- 
employment to its neighbours. 

In theory, it all comes right in the end. 
The American economy — currently 
looking a little sick — recovers as, after 
the fail of the dollar, exports rise and 
imports shrink and the animal spirits of 
business revive. The other rich countries, 
inspired by stable prices, experience an 
automatic wdling-up of personal spend- 
ing and capital outlays which more than 
make up for faltering foreign markets — 
a collective act of seif-levitation. 

But the indicators have been weak for 
months and do not yet herald the upturn 
that governments are forecasting. 

The world does not need a vast shift 
toward reflation ary policies, winch could 
be counterproductive. But before the 
northern summer ends it may peed some 
shift. Governments should prepare con- 
tingency plans in full knowledge of what 
others intend. (Without that* knowledge 
they would do too little or too much.) 
Above all, they should recognize that 
flexibility within a medium-term strategy 
is not necessarily a sign of weakness.

Nor are things much more promising for 
Japan's baby-boom generation.

Oki's corporate bureaucracy could not adjust 
to the sophisticated technological and market- 
ing challenges of the more highly customer- 
specific arena. So Mr. Gotoh, 3S. resigned and 
signed on with the Japanese affiliate of LSI 
Logic, a Silicon Valley chipmaker. 

Locked into the mentality of mass-produc- 
tion and export-led growth. Japanese compa- 
nies are likely to continue squelching creativity 
10 maintain traditional hierarchies. Until these 
basic attitudes are changed, and the Japanese 
allow themselves to be more than economic 
animals, they will, "never become whole or 
creative again." an executive said. 

ERHAPS most disturbing is the sys- 
tem's effect on its young. Many Japa- 
nese managers worry about the new gen- 
eration of college graduates — widely known as 
“the reaction! ess generation." They are accused 
of lacking both the loyalty ethos of the over-40 
generation and the creative drive of the baby 
boomers. 

This passivity has its origins in the perceived 
□ear-impossibility of advancement. In 1970. 47 
percent of Japanese between 20 and 24 believed 
life would get better, according to a government 
survey- Ten years later, only 33 percent felt that 
way. Over the same period, ihe percentage 
believing that things would get worse jumped 
from 3 to 13 percent. 

America, too, has faced such problems of 
alienation among its young. But America jp 
recent years has been renewed by immigration. 
It also has a vital entrepreneurial sector that 

S irovides less structure and more opportunity 
or young, ambitious executives. 


And America, with its enormous natural re- 
sources and domestic market, docs not have to 
achieve (he same high level of human produc- 
tivity necessary in a resource-poor, crowded 
Japan. 

Japan's decline may not be readily perceiv- 
able immediately. Because of its stupendous 
achievements, and the continuing short-sight- 
edness of .American and European executives.

Japan will reap technological and productivity 
advantages for years to come. 

But Japanese concern about their country's 
ability to adjust to the future can already be 
seen in the decision of companies from Sanyo 
to Mitsubishi to locale new- facilities in America 
and East Asia, while .American companies from 
IBM to Compaq to Zenith have bolstered the 
U-S.-based manufacturing power. 

"Everything in Tokyo is overpriced." said a 
former top official of a Japanese trading firm. 
“There are no more opportunities. There's no 
place to go but out of Japan." 

While Japanese overseas investment has 
soared, domestic investment in plant and 
equipment in I9S6 is expected to grow only I 
percent and decline markedly in electronics and 
chemicals. By contrast. South Korea's invest- 
ment is expected to increase by 42.5 percent. By 
some measurements. Japan's industrial plant is 
now older than that of the United States. 

One government report even predicted lhat 
off-shore production could cost Japan 560.00U 
jobs by 2000. There are also indications that 
Japan may abandon grandiose efforts to domi- 
nate the world aerospace industry. 

Thus, to many Japanese, the future looks 
more modest than that projected for them by 
their U.S. admirers. West Germany is a good 
model, says Hiroshi Takeuchi of the Long- 
Term Credit Bank. It is a leading industrial 
power whose wealth is based on precision prod- 
ucts such as luxury cars and machine tools. But 
no one expects it to challenge die United States 
for industrial supremacy. 

Perhaps more relevant is Britain, which in the 
first half of this century lived off its vast over- 
seas holdings. Japan in the immediate future 
can also profit from its investment abroad, 
which is projected to be $400 billion by 1990. 
But if its economy is increasingly dominated by 
financial services, that could subvert the basis 
of Japan's industrial success. 

Unless there are fundamental changes in the 
nation's economic structure.

Police Eject Protestants Who Refuse

BELFAST — The Reverend 
Ian Paisley said Northern Ire- 
land was “on the verge of civil 
war” Tuesday after police 
dragged him and about 20 other 
Protestant politicians out of the 
Northern Ireland Assembly.

South Africa for about two years, 
was the third foreign correspon- 
dent ordered to leave the country 
since the emergency was declared. 
Richard Manning, Newsweek’s bu- 
reau chief in Johannesburg, was 
told Monday to leave the country 
by Thursday and a CBS television 
cameraman, Wim de Vos, left last 
week after losing an appeal against 
a deportation order. 

The violence and protest in 
South Africa have claimed more 
than 1,900 lives since September 
1984 and has become the worst and 
most persistent convulsion of 
bloodletting for decades. In that 
period, fewer than 30 of the dead 
have been whites, with 16 of them 
slain in a rash of bomb, land mine 
and other attacks between Decem- 
ber 1985 and January 1986. The 
authorities reported Tuesday that 
two more blades had died in segre- 
gated, black townships. 

By the offidal count, the death 


toll since the emergency was de- 
creed now stands at 59 slain in 13 
days. The Bureau for Information, 
the only source of offidal news 
about unrest in a censored land, 
said a black man was shot dead in 
Kwanobuhle township outside the 
automotive center of Uitenhage in 
the restive eastern Cape. 

In Ackerville township, outside 
Wi th ank, east of Johannesburg, a 
black man was killed by shotgun 
fire after an offidal vehicle was 
stoned, according to a bureau 

S okesraan, Casper Venter. As is 
e bureau's habit, no further de- 
tails were given. 

■ Tambo Meets With British 
The ANC president, Oliver 
Tambo, met Tuesday with a British 
government minister amid signs 
that Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher was ready to change her 
stance on sanctions against South 
Africa, Reuters reported from Lon- 
don.

■ Botha ‘Sincere,’ Reagan Says 

President Ronald Reagan said in 
an interview published Tuesday 
that the government of President 
Pieter W. Botha had shown its will- 
ingness to take steps to end apart- 
heid and that he bad to believe in 
Mr. Botha's sincerity. Reuters re- 
ported from Los Angeles. 

Mr. Reagan said he had made it 
plain to Mr. Botha that he opposed 
the state of emergency. 

But, in an interview with the Los 
Angeles Times, Mr. Reagan said: 
“We think that, first of all, that the 
Botha government has shown its 
willingness to take steps and has 
even expressed its desire to rid the 
country of apartheid. 

“At the same time, he is faced

crease in immunological function. 
However, the patient died. 

The experiment was done before 
French and American scientists 
discovered the AIDS virus. 

Dr. Fauci said Tuesday that his 
tram had given the combination 
therapy to three patients whose 
ages ranged from 29 to 35 and that 
it had faded in two. However, those 
two are still alive but suffer from 
wasting, swollen lymph nodes, op- 
portunistic infections and other 
major effects of AIDS. 

The third patient had lost 
weight, suffered from swollen 
lymph nodes throughout his body, 
and a biopsy showed a form of 
cancer called Kaposi's sarcoma in 
one of the lymph nodes. 

“Unquestionably, he had 
AIDS." Dr. Faud said. 

Starting three months after ther- 
apy, the patient began to feel bet- 
ter, regained much of the weight he 
had lost and his lymph nodes 
shrank to normal size, Dr. Fauci 
said. 

Whereas the AIDS vims was cul- 
tured from samples from the pa- 
tient before the therapy was begun, 
it could not be isolated after treat- 
ment. 

These immune parameters were 
tested in the patient and in the 
laboratory. 

In one test, the number of T4 
cells, a type of lymphocyte in the 
blood that the AIDS virus selec- 
tively destroys, increased signifi- 
cantly after treatment. 

In another, when a substance 
that normally elidis an immune 
response characterized by a swol- 
len red area was injected into the 
patient’s skin before therapy, there 
was no visible reaction. 

However, when the skin test was 
repealed after therapy had begun, 
the usual swollen red area appeared 
on the aim. 

“It was a dearly positive skin 
lest," Dr. Faud said as he showed a 
picture to the more than 2^00 peo- 
ple attending the meeting. 

In a third test, the patient's im- 
mune response to tetanus toxoid 
improved. 

Such tests are known lo be very 
sensitive indicators of the immune 
response and are pan of the stan- 
dard way doctors determine an in- 
dividual's immunological status. 

They play a role in AIDS be- 
cause from the time of the first 
reported case of the ditease in 1981, 
doctors have known that the im- 
mune system is knocked out selec- 
tively and very early in the course 
of the disease. 

“It is the first time that one pa- 
rameter, antigen specific response, 
has been reconstituted," Dr. Fauci 
said. 

In the interview. Dr. Faud said 
he could not explair why the thera- 
py worked in one patient and not in 
others. 

Dr. Faud said he planned to stop 
the therapy in two months, after a 


full year, and then observe what 
happens to the patient to determine 
whether it could be- permanently 
stopped or whether it needed to be 
continued indefinitely. 

Dr. Faud emphasized that be- 
cause of the chronic nature of 
AIDS and the length of time it 
lakes for the virus to cause its dam- 
age. “the proor of the pudding is 
having the patient stay wdl long 
enough.” 

Thus, he said, he would not claim 
any success for the therapy for at 
least another year, a total of two 
after beginning the therapy. 

He said he planned to continue 

the experimen t on twins but that he 
would defer expanding the study to 
siblings until its success was more 
firmly established. 

If that happens, then the therapy 
could be applied on a wider basis 
by matching the results of various 
tests that are performed as pan of 
bone marrow transplants in treat- 
ing leukemia and some other condi- 
tions. 

Bone marrow contains all the 
precursor cells of the blood and 
lymph systems whereas the lym- 
phoevte transfusions add just one 
type of white blood cell. 

Dr. Fauci said that he had not 
tested the efficacy of lymphocyte 
transfusions alone. For the time 
bring. Dr. Fauci said, his team 
wanted to “stack the cards as much 
in our own favor as possible" by 
testing a larger combination. 

Dr. Fauci also said he was not 
sure whether the therapy worked 
only as a combination or w hether it 
was due to a single factor or a 
combination of two components. 

Dr. Fauci cited other studies for 
doubting the benefits or an anti- 
viral drug called Suramin in the 
combination that was used in the 
study reported Tuesday. 

Those other studies. Dr. Fauci 
said, were good reason to caution 
against drawing conclusions about 
the benefit of an ami-AlDS drug 
from only tests done in the labora- 
tory. 

Suramin did not benefit 18 pa- 
tients in a study at the National 
Institutes of Health and, in fact, led 
to a number of complications and 
the worsening of the condition of 
several patients.

The Poster Art 
Of Paul Colin

F t ARIS — This month Paris is 
indulging in one of its favorite 
activities: celebrating itself. The 
festivities center on the advertising 
posters that have for decades been 
one of the most enduring features 
of the cityscape. Paris claims to 
have the world's only poster muse- 
um. and its walls and Morris col- 
umns — the quaintly-roofed cylin- 
, ders designed simply to have 
posters stack on them — for many 
, years have urged passersby to buy 
or see or borrow or fight 
A series of exhibitions now being 
- held throughout Paris ranges from 
Swiss travel posters starring in 1907 
to a show at the museum of the

tobacco monopoly, SEITA, on one 
of the masters of contemporary 
■ French poster art, Savignac (Louise 
de Vilmorin said of the cow he 
, drew for a soap ad, “There isn’t a 
woman alive who wouldn't die to 
have eyes like that “) 

The major exhibition is at the 
Biblioth&que Nationale and is ded- 
icated to die posters of Paul Colin. 

Bom in Nancy. Colin studied 
.architecture and painting, starved 
in Paris, became famous with one 
poster, ran a school from the late 
1920s to 1970 through which 3,000 
students passed, and died in 1985. 
He is arguably the most influential 
of French poster-makers: Cas- 
sandre was more degant but with 
Colin the public became aware of 
the poster as popular art. 

Colin's ascension was based on 
luck and Josephine Baker’s banana 
skins. Dead broke, he took a job in 
1 923 as poster designer for the The- 
atre des Champs- Hysees. For one 
seaon the distinguished theater was 
turned into a musical hall by Rolf 
de Mart and Audit Daven and 
among the shows they chose to pre- 
sent was a black revue flesh from 
Broadway. 

It was called the “Revue Nfegre” 
and, as Janet Planner wrote many 
years later, it astonished and de- 
lighted Paris. “It was so improba- 
bly novel an element in French 
public pleasures that its star, hith- 
erto unknown, named Josephine 
Baker, remains to me now uke a 
still-fresh vision.” (Although she is 
unalterably connected with a cos- 
tume of banana skins, Flanner says 
Baker made her entrance “entirely 
•nude except for a pink flamingo 


feather between her limbs; she was 
being carried upside down and do- 
ing the split on the shoulder of a 
black giant-”) 

Colin captured the raucous nov- 
elty of the event so magically that 
even those who did not see the 
revue were suddenly aware of the 
vitality and excitement of black 
song and dance. 

Colin continued to make posters 
of black revues — the one he did 
for the 1927 Bal N&gre at the 
Champs- Elystes is better than the 
revolutionary 1925 one, more fa- 
miliar and assured — and he came 
to excel in theatrical posters, with 
especially evocative portraits of the 
great, gloomy chamoises of the 
’30s — Frehel, Damia, Lodeone 
Boyer. He used elements of Cub- 
ism, An Deco and Surrealism at 
wlIL A weird poster for the Leroy 
Opticians Arm shows a face that is 
featureless except for eyes behind 
Highlight^ glasses and ft calls eeri- 
ly to mind the sign in “The Grear 
Gatsby” of Dr. T.J. Eckleburg 
whose eyes “look out of no face, 
but, instead, from a pair of enor- 
mous yellow spectacles which pass 
over a nonexistent nose." 

As the 1930s trailed toward inev- 
itable combustion. Colin did more 
and more posters for humanitarian 
causes, from the Spanish civil war 
to Norwegian relief. After the pho- 
ny war came the gray works of the 
real war and then peace and posters 
grimly celebrating heroes, crying 
out against criminals and pleading 
for war's unnumbered victims. 

By then Colin was a master of 
symbolism and allegory. After the 
war he turned his skills to posters 
for washing machines, the national 
lottery, aperitifs of various brands.

“Road” is a kind of anti-passion 
play. Set by a Lancashire slagheap.

one dying community. Like “Un- 
der Milk Wood” it has its own 
poetry and its own humor, but the 
jokes are black and the poetry is 
that of defeat and destruction. The 
characters created by Cartwright in 
a remarkable stage debut take to 
their beds not to make love or sleep 
but to starve themselves to death, 
and though there are some mo- 
ments of lyrical nostalgia for a lost 
England, the lasting impression is 
of a nation s wimming and some- 
times drowning in sheer ache. 

“Road” is a tapestry coming 
apart at the seams. It is about dis- 
mantled jobs and displaced lives, 
and it consists of overlapping 
streams of domestic consciousness, 
rather as though a soap opera had 
been run through a reality mill and 
then been transmitted with several 
episodes going ont simultaneously 
on television sets ranged around a 
room.

NEW YORK — Prices on the New York 
Stock Exchange were higher Tuesday in active 
trading. ^ 

The Dow Jones industrial average was up 
11.29, to close at 1,875.55. Advances led de- 
clines 3 to 1. 

Volume was 140.62 million shares, up from 
120.5 million shares on Monday 

Traders said the market found support early 
in the session when the Dow hovered at 1,860. 
The absence of selling pressure attracted buyers 
at midday and advances widened during the 
afternoon. 

Stock prices got another boost from buy 
programs triggered by widening premiums on 
September SAP 500-stock index futures con- 
tracts. The premiums made it advantageous for 
traders to sell the futures and buy the relatively 
inexpensive underlying cash equities. 

Analysts said premiums on the September 
contracts widened because buyers were encour- 
aged by the bond market's apparently favorable 
reception to Tuesday’s S14-biIIion Treasury 
note auction. 

Bond prices rose early, after the government's 
report that (J.S. durable-goods orders rose 0.4 
percent in May. Without a large rise in military 
orders, however, there would have been a 2 - 
percent decline. 

First Boston Corp.’s chief economist, Albert 
Wojnilower, repeated his forecast for lower in- 
terest rates and a cut in the discount rate. 

Reinforcing the favorable inflation outlook 
were signs from ministers of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries meeting in Yu- 
goslavia that the cartel will keep depressing 


prices to squeeze other producers out of the 
world o0 market. 

At 3 P.M_ Dart & Kraft lopped the active list 
and was advancing. RJR Nabisco was up in 
active trading. 

Associated Dry Goods was ahead after soar- 
ing 181k Monday on news that May Department 
Stores Co. was offering about $2.7 billion to buy 
it. May. which fell 4% Monday, was slightly 
lower. 

AMR Coip., parent of American Airlines, 
and UAL Ino, the parent of United Airlines, 
were both ahead. Airline issues have climbed 
since People Express said late Monday that it 
was considering selling all or part of the airline. 

Philip Morris was gaining. Philip Morris Cos. 
said Tuesday that it had terminated, its agree- 
ment to sell Seven-Up Ca to PepsiCo Inc. 
Termination of the S3 80-miHion agreement fol- 
lowed last week’s decision by the Federal Trade 
Commission to oppose the sale on the ground 
that it would reduce competition in the soft- 
drink industry. 

Coca-Cola was advancing. It said it planned 
to continue trying to acquire Dr Pepper Co.

"French computer hardware companies, up until now, have 
not been in an unbare mode,” said Roger Soole, high-tech 
specialist for a Paris-based executive-search firm. According to 
Mr. Soole, a hard-hitting computer salesman on commission in 
Fiance can earn 500,000 to 1 miJKon French francs ($70,000 to 
$140,000) a year. The salary range for atop French executive at a 
director, divudanal or departmental level is 400,000 to 500,000 
francs.

NEW YORK — Cad C. Icahn is 
nvwntfng strain of keeping Trans World 
in the air. His hair is graying fast;- his lode is 
haggard. Gazing vacantly from his 27 th-floor win- 
dow toward Central Park, he repealed Kwiftif 
frequently during a recent interview. 

It is dear that the raider- turn ed-executive has 
been straining to devise a battle plan to protect his 
$3 50-million gamble. And now he has a plan, a 
risky one whose outlines are still emerging. Yet the 
plan, and Mr. Icahn' s performance so far as chair- 
man of the troubled airline, reveal an executive 
every tut as daring and ruthless as the more famil- 
iar figure, Icahn the raider. 

When he took over TWA earlier this year, after a 
long and complex series of financial maneuvers, it 
was dear that Mr. Icahn, 50, was in for trouble. 
The industry was suffering the sting of mtmsp. 
competition, the company’s profits had slipped 
into the red and Mr. Icahn. the aggressive corpo- 
rate raider who turned his Brooklyn street smarts 
into a lucrative takeover empire, had never run an 
airime — or much of anythmg else — before. 

Five months into his experiment, TWA is prov- 
ing more intractable than many had expected — 
including Mr. Icahn, once so self-assured. 

Traffic is down sharply, especially to the air- 
line’s ance-lucrafive European destinations, where 
TWA’s red-striped planes and ticket counters have 
attracted anti-American violence. A protracted 
strike that seems to have cost 4,000 flight atten- 
dants their jobs cut into traffic and profits when 
ibe airline should have been in a seasonal recovery. 
The fired flight attendants predict that the airline's . 
traffic will dry up as the public finds that young 
replacements brought on to work the cabin cannot 
handle the job. 

TWA’s balance sheet'is as troubled as its labor 
relations. The company has borrowed heavily, at 
above-market interest rates, to finance the strike 
and ward off competitors ready to pounce an the 
healthy routes of an ailing carrier. And losses for 
the second quarter will surely rival the first quar- 
ter’s S169 million. The company is staring at a loss 
for the year, which would be its third in four years. 
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"Looking back on it, it might not be worth it,” 
Mr. Icahn said, tapping his desk with a huge 
bronze coin given to hmi by employees. He tried to 
explain his takeover of TWA "I thought I could 
have made a deal with the flight attendants. And 
who could have predicted the terrorism? The strike 
has hurt. Terrorism has hurt.” 

Mr. Icahn may he hurting, but he is not yet 
down. Under the takeover agreements with some 
of the unions and the previous TWA board, his 
funds appear locked into the company for at least 
another IK years. So he is digging in to ay to 
salvage his investment, and his ego, and to stay out 
of bankruptcy. 

His plan, riwagnwi to stanch the short-term 
losses, to merge TWA with another carrier and to 
make money on the transaction, is probably the 
best that can be devised for such a precarious 
situation, analysts and competitors say. Bui he is 
still confronting the real possibility of losing face 
— and a lot of money. 

The first piece of the plan is to take over Ozark 
Air. Mr. Icahn is willing to pay $225 mflHon for it, 
paving the way for the much larger merger he 
envisions. At tiie same time, he is sedring a partner 
for TWA’s brightest jewel, the Pars reservation

U.S. Co nfirms 
Its Debt Is Now 
World’s Largest

WASHINGTON — The United 
Slates became the world's hugest 
debtor country in 1985, markin g 
the first time it has slipped into the 
status of a net debtor since the 
early 20ih century, the government 
confirmed Tuesday. 

Simply stated, the figures mean 
that foreigners now own more U.S. 
investments than Americans own 
in foreign investments. 

While officials have been saying 
for more than a year that the Unit- 
ed States likely became a net debtor 
in 1985, Tuesday’s report was the 
first official confirmation. It also 
put the debt at a higher amount 
than had earlier estimates. 

The Commerce Department said 
the United States's international 
investment position was a negative 
$107.4 billion at the end of 1985. 

This marked a dramatic turn- 
around from the country's position 
at the end of 1984, when the United 
States enjoyed a surplus on its in- 
vestments of $4.4 billion. This was 
a revision from an earlier report 
that had put the 1984 surplus at 
$2&2 billion. 

According to official govern- 
ment statistics dating to 1919, this 
situation has never occurred. But a 
private study cited by the govern- 
ment shows the United States was 
last a net debtor in 1914, when its 
debt was $22 billion. 

Last year, the UB. debt sur- 
passed that of Brazil and Mexico, 
which owe around $100 billion. 

There is disagreement over how 
serious a problem is presented by 
the new debtor status. President 
Ronald Reagan has said the change 
is no cause for concern, arguing 
that the ability of the U.S. economy 
to attract foreign investors is evi- 
dence of its strmgth. 

Some private economists, how- 
ever, consider that the debt status 
could reduce Americans’ standard 
of living as the United States sends 
more money overseas to pay inter- 
est on foreign investments. 

Concerns have aho been raised 
that so large a foreign investment 
could render the U.S. economy 
hostage to the whims of foreign 
investors. If they decided they no 
longer wished to hold American 
investments, U.S. interest rates 
could be forced up, possibly entail- 
ing a recession. 

All economists agree that the sit- 
uation win get worse before it gets 
better. Some predict that the UJS. 
debt will climb to $400 bflUon be- 
fore it begins to improve.

NEW YORK — Philip Mor- 
ris Cos. said Tuesday that it has 
terminated an agreement to sell 
its Seven-Up Co. unit to Pep- 
siCo Inc. for $380 milli on. 

The surprise announcement 
followed the Federal Trade 
Commission's decision on Fri- 
day to contest the sale, as well 
as Coca-Cola Co.’s proposed 
$470-million acquisition of Dr 
Pepper Co. 

"They objected and we termi- 
nated the agreement,*' a compa- 
ny spokesman said. A PepsiCo 
spokesman said that, "Philip 
Morris has the right under our 
contract to te rminat e under an 
FTC disapproval, and they ter- 
minated under that right” 

Coca-Cola, meanwhile, said 
it would pursue its proposal to 
buy Dr Pepper. 

Philip Morris said it still 
means to sell Seven-Up’s fran- 
chise business and that it would 
continue meanwhile to support 
its brands in the marketplace. 

The company also said it is 
considering offers to buy other 
Seven-Up assets that were not 
pan of the PepsiCo accord. 

Philip Morris bought Sc- 
veo-Up in 1978 for $515 million 
and agreed to sdl the company 
to PepsiCo in January.

More Delays Seen lor OPEC Meeting 

In Yugoslavia, Ministers Still Seeking a Price-Support Pact

MANILA — Foreign ministers 
of the Association of South East 
Asian Nations on Tuesday strongly 
criticized Japan’s economic rela- 
tions with the region. 

In a joint conummiqufc issued at 
the end of their annual meeting 
here, the ministers from Brunei, In- 
donesia, Malaysia, the Philippines, 
Singapore and Thailand expressed 
"grave concern” about the declin- 
ing trend of Japanese investment in 
their countries. 

They also complained that 
ASEAN’s manufactured and semi- 
manufactured products "continue 
to experience poor access to the 
Japanese market” 

Japan, the United Slates and the 
European Community are major 
sources of trade, investment and 
technology for the ASEAN econo- 
mies. Bat after more than a decade 
of rapid growth, demand for such 
ASEAN commodities as ofl, tin, 
robber and palm ofl has fallen 


sharply during the past two years, 
plunging most of the six countries 
mto recession. 

The ASEAN ministers cited 
what they said were subsidized ag- 
ricultural exports from the United 
States and the EC, and the "prolif- 
eration” of protectionist trade pro- 
posals in the U.S. Congress, as po- 
tential problems. 

These could hnrt UJS.-ASEAN 
economic relations, they said. 

But the ministers reserved their 
sharpest criticism for Japan. 

In its annual report, the group 
questioned the sincerity of the se- 
ries of market-opening measures 
announced by Japan during the 
past few years. The measures, 
which were meant to benefit devel- 
countries, "did not address 
specific ASEAN requests which 
have been reiterated over the 
years,” the report said. 

According to figures released 
last month by Japan, the country’s 
imports from ASEAN nations 
dropped S3 percent in 1985, to 
$20.2 billion, while exports to 


ASEAN fell 20J percent, to $113 
billion. 

The ASEAN ministos will meet 
their counterparts from the United 
States, the EC, Japan, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand on 
Thursday and Friday. Officials 
said they expected the Japanese 
foreign minister, Shin taro Abe, to 
face blunt demands for more gen- 
erous terms of trade and finance. 

Malaysia, which acts as coordi- 
nator of ASEAN’s relations with 
Japan, has indicated that it intends 
to request easier repayment terms 
for yen loans, which form a sub- 
stantial part of the region’s large 
foreign debt 

Singapore’s foreign minister, 
Suppiah Dhanabalan, said Tues- 
day that all the ASEAN ministers 
frit that the group should exploit 
its collective strength in dealings 
with third countries, especially im- 
portant industrial powers. 

ASEAN had coordinated its dip- 
lomatic efforts with some success 
to "protect our market access and 
investment flows,” he said.

The movement is not all in one 
direction. Just as AT&T took the 
leap across the Atlantic. Siemens’s 
flirtation with GTE underscores 
Europe’s interest in cracking the 
lucrative U.S. market. 

Siemens recently became the 
first European supplier to land an 
American contract for switching 
equipment when Wisconsin Bell 
ordered a 4,200-line exchange for 
the city erf Sheboygan. And earlier 
this month, Sweden’s L.M. Erics- 
son said it had signed a letter of 
intent to deliver a digital exchange 
to Mountain BeQ, a subsidiary erf 
US West Inc. 

By any standard, the stakes are 
immense. Most European coun- 
tries, like the United States, are 
sinking billions of dollars into up- 
dating their telephone systems, in- 
cluding the laying of fitarglass ca- 
bles to replace copper. 

Some have begun pilot installa- 
tions of integrated services digital 
networks, which permit simulta- 
neous transmission by telephone 
line of voice, pictures and comput- 
erized data. 

AT&T’s results in Europe have 
been mixed. Thanks to the joint 
venture with Philips, the company 
is the m*»n supplier in the Nether- 
lands, with its 5ESS-PRX switch- 
ing system, a European adaptation 
of the product it sells in North 
America. 

In Britain, AT&T gained a toe- 
hold as a second source of equip- 
ment, after British Telecom, bin 
not of the big switching systems it 
would prefer to sell. And the vast 
West German market, Europe's 
largest, remains primarily off lim- 
its, despite some liberalization that 
saw Siemens cede part of its market 
to Standard Elektrik Lorenz AG, 
the ITT subsidiary. 

Still, analysts say the AT&T digi- 
tal switching system, designed for 
the highly demanding U.S. tele- 
phone market, is probably superior 
to anything the Europeans can of- 
fer. 

AT&T and Philips have not jetti- 
soned their hopes of cracking the 
lucrative West German and Italian 
markets, but their short-term hopes 
are dearly pinned on France. 

Under the agreement worked out 
with the government-owned Ge. 
Gtnirale ’Elec incite, France 
would cede 16 percent of the mar-

PORN ROW: An Inside Look at the 
Sex-for-Sale District of a Major 
American Gty 

By Jack Mcher Weatherford. 248 pages. 
$16. 95. Arbor House Publishing Co., 235 
East 45th Street. New York, N. Y. 10017.

T HE “major American dry" referred to in 
[be subtitle of this book is Washington and 
its “Pom Row” is that corridor along 14th 
Street NW known as the Strip, which has for 
years been the District of Columbia's equiva- 
lent of Boston's Combat Zone and Baltimore's 
Block Unmentkmcd in “Pom Row” is that the 
Strip is rapidly disappearing, as demolition 
proceeds apace and new office buildings and 
shops are constructed. Apparently Jack 
Mclver Weatherford did not take the trouble 
to discover that he was writing not journalism 
or (as be claims) anthropology, but history. 

This does not mean that what Weatherford 
learned about the Strip, its denizens and its 
economy is of no interest here or elsewhere. It 
just means that in this as in a couple of other 
important respects, “Porn Row” simply does 
not deliver as much as its subtitle promises. 
Not merely does Weatherford fail to'take into 
account the impending elimination of the sub- 
ject about which he writes, he limits his investi- 
gation almost entirely to personal experience 
and smothers his narrative with lengthy an- 
thropological digressions that may give the 
book a patina of acade m ic respectability but 
are tedious and essentially irrelevant. 

Weatherford, an assistant professor of an- 
thropology at Macalesier College in Minneso- 
ta, immersed himself in the life of the Strip. He 
got himself hired as clert si a store he ea»< the 
Pink Pussy and worked there until he began to 
fear for his safety. That he did is not surprising, 
for the business of pornography is a rough one. 
Weatherford was working in dangerous territo- 
ry. Most of the time, though, the Strip as he 
depicts h is merely a seedy, uneventful place 
that follows its awn daily routines. 

The routines of the Strip are distinctly weird. 
The men who patronize places like the Pink 
Pussy do so for the sole purpose of quick, 
imposonal sexual gratification. These men are 
not bums, but respectable citizens; they are 
educated, often married, usually employed — 
often in the nearby federal bureaucracy. Their 
patronage bears out Weatherford’s claim that 
“the only reason for the existence or the Strip 
was to serve the sexual desires of the greater 
society.” 

Solution to Previous Puzzle 


Unfortunately, Weatherford seems to have 
made no particular effort to talk to these men, 
so we learn little (beyond what he rites from 
the research of another writer. Laud Hum- 
phreys) about what draws them to the Strip. 
His role os a researcher seems to have beat 
almost entirely passive. 

The people Weatherford describes are often 
interesting — a kooky prostitute, a *"«« who 
despises homosexuals yet eagerly does homo- 
sexual favors for other men — but they hardly 
scratch the surface of the Strip. Yes, anthropol- 
ogy does have its place, and cross-cultural 
comparisons can be revealing; but “Pom 
Row” tries to be a cross between anthropology 
and journalism and ends up being neither.

remind me of a song somebody 
ought to write. Its title would be 
“America the Blowhard.” Patting 
yourself on the back once in a blue 
moon is forgivable, but constantly 
thumping your chest about how 
wonderful you are soon makes you 
an embarrassment to friends and 
neighbors. 


‘Modesty; always modesty.” 
These words to live by were ouce 
drilled into every American youth. 
The nation abounded in examples 
of modest behavior. In the comics, 
Joe Palooka was modest about ev- 
ery boxing triumph- In the real 
ring, Joe Louis was modest about 
being invincible. Truly prodigious 


triumphs like Lindbergh's were 
supposed to be explained with “I 
was just lucky, I guess.” 


was just lucky, 2 guess.” 

When Babe Ruth's salary was 
raised to $80,000 a year and some- 
body asked how he felt about being 
paid more than President Coolidge, 
bis ttiHri , mmm n nsgnsifal reply — 
“I had a better year than he did” — 
so ruffled the prevailing modesty 
that it is familiar even today to 
people who don't know Calvin 
Coolidge from Calvin Klein. 


Americans at that time hadn't 
learned to let it all hang out 

In private the percentage of 
swinish characters among the great 
was doubtless just as extensive as it 
is today. The difference is that the 
country at that time, after taking 
the usual voyeur's delight in hear- 
ing about than, demoted its louts 
from godhood. 

Something like a social consen- 
sus enforced civilized behavior in 
that long-ago age of modesty. 

Boxing champ ions did not uni- 
laterally declare themselves “the 
greatest” 

The best of the bards did not sing 
songs praising himself because he 
“did it my way." 

Neither Ruth nor Gehrig ever 
jumped up and down with both 
arms high in the air, both index 
fingers pointed skyward, shouting 
Tm Number One! Fm Number 
One!” 

Both instinctively knew that idl- 
ing the world you are “Number 
One” is bush league, and that doing 
it betrays you as a bush-leaguer. 


When the Olympic Games were 
hel d in Los Angeles in 1932. neither 
Rmh, Gehrig nor any other Ameri- 
can sat in the stands chanting, 
“U.&A.! UJLA.! U-SA.!" In 1932, 
though dead broke, the U.S.A. 
knew that it was simply unforgiv- 
able to invite people to your bouse 
for a game, then applaud yourself 
loudly for bearing them. 

It wasn’t until the 1984 Olympics 
that immodesty reached such gross 
proportions that rubbing your 
guests' noses into their own inferi- 
ority was defined as patriotism.

Another such self-congratula- 
tory spectacle is due when ABC-TV 
brings us the Statue of Liberty 
show. No excess of braggadocio 
seems to have been overlooked, 
and everybody who is anybody will 

apparently be there. 

If you are not anybody, or at 
least not well fixed for money, you 
probably won't be there or any- 
where near, judging from news sto- 
ries about astronomical prices the 
usual moneybags are paying bucca- 
neers of patriotism to rent decent 
viewing spots in Manhattan and on 
the harbor. 

Like most New York splendors, 
this is another for mostly the rich 
and influential, except of course 
what it really is is a TV show con- 
ceived as an above-average Fourth 
of July media event for the beer- 
battery-and-shampoo market (Re- 
member the honest old days when 
TV people justified the schlock 
they broadcast by saying they were 
“just giving the slobs what they 
want”?) 

The advance hype on all this, 
encouraging us to reflect upon and 
admire our own splendors, leaves 
no doubt that poor old Ms. Liberty 
is being used as a profitable device 
for encouraging us to blow our own 
horn about our Number Oneness. 

Liberty is not about being Num- 
ber One.-If s not about long holiday 
weekends, nor show-biz stars, nor 
the uptown swells getting all the 
good seats. 

Liberty is a modest goal fra mod- 
est people. It does not embrace the 
idea of having it alL It is about the 
big shots who do haveit all, includ- 
ing the good seats, nevertheless not 
being able to push you around. 

It is a small but sweet idea, and 
people who love ii can only be 
suspicious about all the gasconad- 
ing.

'Arsenic’: Broadway Classic 
In First Major N.Y. Revival

N EW YORK — Devoted to 
one another and to their 
charities, the Brewster sisters are 
renowned for their thoughtful- 
ness as they donate toys to poor 
children, make soup for the ill and 
jam for the healthy, and lavish 
their attentions on all who need 
them. This includes elderly gen- 
tlemen who are lonely and homes 
less. For them, the Brewsters' fa- 
vorite charity is murder. 

So far the ladies have killed 11 
(or is it 12?) old men, helping their 
callers to attain eternal peace with 
a delicious concoction of home- 
made elderberry wine, arsenic. 
Strychnine and cyanides. 

Mass murder' might seem an 
unlikely subject for a Broadway 
comedy even now, let alone 45 
years ago, when “Arsenic and Old 
Lace” first arrived on the stage. 
Indeed, several hoars before it 
opened, Howard Lindsay shook 
Russel Crouse’s hand and said, 
“It is my studied conviction that 
we either have a very big hit or we 
will both be run out of town by an 
outraged citizenry.” 

As it turned out, Lindsay and 
Crouse, the play’s producers, did 
have a very big hit. “Arsenic” ran 
four years on Broadway, was 
made into a Frank Capra movie 
starring Cary Grant, and has 
maintained its status as a popular 
play ever since. However, it has 
never received a major New York 
revival until now. 

That will change Thursday, 
when a new production starring 
Jean Stapleton. Polly Holliday 
and Tony Roberts opens at the 
46th Street Theater, directed by 
Brian Murray, whose most recent 
credit is the staging of last sea- 
son’s revival of “Hay Fever." 

Although the playwright of re- 
cord is Joseph Kessdring, “Ar- 
senic” was substantially rewritten 
by Lindsay and Crouse, play- 
wrights who at the time were en- 
joying another hit with “Life 
With Father.” As Crouse Inter ob- 
served, a play whose principal 
characters are “murderers or ma- 
niacs or both,” and whose love 
scenes consist of several alterca- 


tions in which the leading man 
tells the ingenue to go home and 
stop bothering him. defied the 
conventions of the stage. When 
asked why they decided to stage 
“Arsenic” anyway, Crouse re- 
plied cheerfully that be and Lind- 
say were “both mils.” 

“It was a big question mark 
whether or not it would be a suc- 
cess, because it was such a wOd 
idea," recalled Dorothy Stickney, 
Lindsay’s widow. “I think tins 
play was the fast of its kind, and 
it came as a surprise. But no (me 
was offended. Everyone just 
laughed and laughed” 

They laughed fra years; with 
1,444 performances, “Arsenic” 
became one of the longest run- 
ning plays ever staged on Broad- 
way. It has consistently ranked 
among the two or three most fre- 
quently produced plays of the last 
four decades and has been pro- 
duced around the world. 

Given its enduring popularity, 
nobody connected with the cur- 
rent revival seems to be able to 
come up with a good reason why 
the play has not returned to 
Broadway before this. “I have no 
idea,” says Anna Crouse, Russel’s 
widow. “People are under the im- 
pression that everybody’s seen it, 
maybe because the movie gets 
seen a loL But hopefully there win 
be a whole new audience fra iL” 

The original production had 23 
backers, most of whom contribm- 

tfce munificent sum ^S7^LT^ 
whole production cost S37.000. 
The current revival cost 5700,000, 
according to its producer, Elliot 
Martin. 

Those who have only seen the 
movie are likely to be surprised by 
the play. The screenplay made 
considerable alterations to the 
original script, including the sub- 
stitution of a sugar-coated end- 
ing. The current revival follows 
the play faithfully, down to the 
last deliciously gruesome scene, 
and restores the previously ex- 
cised fun Lindsay mid Crouse had 
at the expense of drama critics, 
among other targets. 

Murray, the director, said: “We 
all have ideas about the play. It 


seems like something very famil- 
iar — but when I reread it, I found 
how many layers there were in it 
that I didn't remember. Capra re- 
wrote it in a lot of ways: be bad 
Cary Grant, and it was wartime, 
andldrinkhetriediomakcit into 
a romantic comedy. He took s lot 
of the satirical edges out of it" 
The characters include the 
Brewster sisters 1 three nephews: 
Mortimer, the drama critic for a 
leading newspaper: Jonathan, 
who has just escaped from an in- 
stitution fra the criminally in- 
sane; and Teddy, who thinks he is 
Teddy Roosevelt and spends 
much of his time in the basement 
digging what he believes to be 
locks for the Panama Canal (holes 
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put to good use by his aunts as 
final resting places fra their gen- 


final resting places fra their gen- 
tlemen callers, whom Teddy 
obligingly buries after being told 
they are victims of yeflow fever). 
Mor timer glumly describes his 
family as “what you'd expea if 
Strindberg had written ‘Hellza- 
poppin.’" 

Fra Roberts, who plays Morti- 
mer, the movie represented a sig- 
nificant stumbling block: “I 
thought Cary Grant was wonder- 
ful, and it’s very difficult to erase 
that kind of image from my mind. 
Tm not sure I’ve been soccessfuL 
But if you have to do it eight times 
a week, you can quickly run dry if 
all you’re doing is re-creating the 
outlines of another idea." 

As he plays Mortimer, *Tve at- 
tempted to ntalr* Him what the 
play says he was before he became 
a drama critic, which was a real 
estate reporter — a guy who’s 
really not that sophisticated, per- 
haps, or that cfaannxng. He's a bit 
more distracted, absent-minded, 
a bit more of a b umb ler — and 
therefore, hopefully, what he's 
confronted with is all the more 
horrific fra him. Mortimer gets 
hysterical at times because he’s 
the only sane person in the midst 
of a madhouse.” 

The uhiquitousness of “Ar- 
senic” in stock and amateur pro- 
ductions is attested toby the fact 
that Roberts, Holliday and Sta- 
pleton have done the play before. 
Holliday agreed to sign on partly

because she had had so much fun 
doing the play years ago in stock, 
but Stapleton's previous experi- 
ence was a deterrent 


“I said, ‘Oh. no. I've done it a 
couple of times.' I didn’t think Fd 
like it that much. Finally I 
thought, well, all right Fll reread 
it And I did, and said. There's 
nothing wrong with this play.’

“It’s a fragile play,” Murray 
said. “If there's anything that’s 
knowing or tough, that gets away 
from the essential innocence of 
the people, then it becomes quite 
ugly. They can become ghouls.” 

Laughter helps banish any hint 
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When I started rehearsing with 
Polly, I thought, ‘Aha! Now I 
know why 1 didn’t have a happy 
experience before.’ The casting 
made a great difference. It’s so 
important that those two sistere 
blend. The sisters must be an en- 
semble; one picks up a speech 
where the other leaves off.” 

A sweetly dotty pair who give 
each victim a proper funeral.

The play, originally titled “The 
Bodies in the Cellar,” came to the 
attention of Lindsay and Crouse 
when Kessdring sent it to Stick- 
ney in hopes that she would agree 
to play one of the Brewster sisters. 
“It was not well-written, but the 
whole idea was funny,” said 
Stickney, who was co-starring 
with her husband in “Life With 
Father" at the rime. “! got to 
laughing so over the script that 
Howard got interested and said 
'Whatever are you laughing at?' I 
said ‘Howard this is one of the 
funniest scripts Fve ever read' ” 
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
